The proposed signatories of the 
League of Nations are 


thirty-two in number, thirteen m the New World, ten m fccirope, 
two in Africa, five in Asia, two in Australia. Additional states 
invited to sijrn are six each m the New World and in Europe ana 
one, Persia in Asia. Together the forty-five states which may be 
looked upon as composing the league at its inception cover all 
the continents, but very unequally, and include the greater part 
of the people of the world. 


For the present, Russia, Germany, Hungary and Austria are 


out, as weft as the new states carved out of Russia except Poland. 
These exceptions contain 40 per cent of the people of Europe and 
much more than half its area. 


Signature is or will be made for by far the greater part of 


ol the people of Asia though, it may be questioned how conscious 
i« approval on the part of the people in China and India. 
Doubt- 


less Siberia favors the league, but is in no stable condition to 
eater it now. Only a small part of Africa is capable of intelligent 
political action. Nearly all of the rest is represented in the league 
by Great Britain, Portugal. France, Spain, Belgium and Italy.
